William C. Stone, a great lover of 
music, began his musical career when 
but a very young lad and has contin¬ 
ued to study and serve throughout 
these many years. He has served as 
chorister in the ward Sunday School, 
the ward M l.A., and for the past 25 
years he has been the chorister for 
the Taylor Stake and also the Taylor 
Stake M.I.A. 

He also took an active part In the 
choral work In the Knight Academy. 

Emma Dahl has been active in mus¬ 
ical circles since she was 14 years of 
age. She first began as chorister in 
the Primary. For 25 years she served 
as organist of the Stake M. I. A., 17 
years as Stake organist, and 30 years 
as ward organist. At present she is 
chorister of the 3*d ward Relief So¬ 
ciety. 

l^eRoi Stone, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. C. Stone, accomplished musician, 
began his studies at an early age and 
has been an enthusiastic worker in 
the field of music all his life. He has 
been ward organist as well as assist- 
tant Stake Organist and sometimes 
conductor for a number of years. He 
has also played in dance orchestras 
and is presently Sunday School or¬ 
ganist and asst, ward organist. 

At the M. I. A. session of the quart¬ 
erly conference in April of 1938 a 
massed chorus of 225 singers from 
Raymond, Magrath, Welling and Stirl¬ 
ing were featured in the rendition of 
many beautiful mixed choral selec¬ 
tions under the dirertion of W. C. 
Stone, with Emma Dahl accompanist. 
At tliis session of conference, 1,200 
people were in attendance while more 
than 100 were turned away. It was 
conceded to be by far the finest dem¬ 
onstration of Choral singing ever 
heard in the “Sugar City.” 

The Taylor Stake M. I. A. Chorus 
made history in 1939 when it furn¬ 
ished the music for some of the ses¬ 
sions of the June M. I. A. Conference 
of the L. D. S. Church and also ap¬ 
peared on the K. S. L. broadcast on 
Sunday evening and again in a spe¬ 
cial broadcast on Monday evening 
from the same station. 

This was the first time a large group 
of singers from the Canadian Stakes 
had taken part in such numbers in a 
Conference. Will Stone as Choirister, 
Emma Dahl as accompanist, with 
Frank Taylor as organizer were com¬ 
plimented on every Ijand Xor such a 
mammoth undertaking for the 1,600 
mile trip to Salt Lake City and back. 
This chorus also sang in Conference 
in the Temple City and Lethbridge. 

Again in 1949 the Raymond M. I. A. 
Mixed Chorus of 95 voices traveled to 
Edmonton where on March 25 and 26 
they sang in two concerts in the Con¬ 
vocation Hall. William C. Stone was 
conductor , Emma Dahl and Roi Stone 
were accompanists. 

These are but a few of the accom¬ 
plishments and services rendered in 
the Raymond Wards and in the Tay¬ 
lor Stake by these fine musicians.
